that the Tax bill is uow being perfected jn 
its details by the Committee of Ways aud 
Means. 
It proposes a moderate rate of tax- 


ation upon most of the articles ot necessary 
consumption, with hiyher rates on distilled 
liquors and other articles of luxury, ou 
legacies -and probates, on passengers by 
railroads and other conveyances, newspapers 
and telegraphic messages.

most careful investigation, that the Uov- 
ernmcnt will derive an atinual revenue of
